SOME NARROW ESCAPES 



Giant Fir Crashes Down on 
Tents and Nearly Catches 
Their Inmates 



Albernl, Dee. 28.— Barefooted, in six 
Indies of snow, ami with only their 
night clothes to protect their bodies 
from tlie cold ami sleet that prevailed, 
a number of members of one of the 
E. &. N. survey parties ensured on the 
revision of the railway location at this 
end of the line experienced remarkable 
escapes from death in the early hours 
of Christmas morning; 

Tlie party was camped in the tail 
timbers on F. Cowley's rauehe, four 
miles north of Alberni, and the sur- 
veyors were asleep when, about 1:30 
o'clock, there was a crash in the camp, 
followed by cries. Some of the men 
sprang instantly from their bunks, and 
without waiting 10 dress themselves, 
rushed out Into tlie cold and darkness 
to discover the cause of the trouble. 
A tent occupied by E. it. Leach and 
Langford, chalnmen, had collapsed un- 
der tlie weight of snow that had ac- 
cumulated on it, and the occupants 
were buried under the debris. 

III. C. McQuarrlo, chief draftsman, 
was one of the lirst to leave his bed 
and scarcely had he emerged from his 
canvass covering when it also collap- 
sed. Leach and Langford were extri- 
cated practically unharmed from the 
ruins of their quartdrs ,and the men 
then set to work removing the snow 
from the other- tents. While they were 
thus engaged, a windstorm sprang up, 
and tlie additional task of strengthen- 
ing guy ropes became necessary. Mr. 
McQuarrle's tent was set up again, 
and about 2:30 o'clock tlie members of 
the party, all suffering from tlie ex- 
posure they had undergone, returned 
to their bunks. In the meantime tlie 
storm had become violent, and the 
swaying, groaning and falling trees 
began to be heard In tlie neighborhood, 
while branches were being whirled 
against tents. 

Herbert Rolston, head chainman, be- 
came alarmed and left his quarters. 
No sooner. had he done so than a Doug- 
las llr 210 feet in length, and meas- 
uring fifteen feet in circumference at 
tlie stump, fell across his tent and 
smashed to splinters the bunk he had 
just deserted. The big tree also crash- 
ed through Mr. McQuarrle's tent, the 
trunk falling against tlie foot of his 
bed, while the branches completely 
covered him and pinned him down 
where lie lay. Once more the camp 
turned out. When Mr. McQuarrle was 
released he was found to be uninjured 
except for a few slight scratches that 
did not require surgical attention. 

The storm continued till 5 o'clock, 
and through It all, constantly dodging 
Hying sprigs and watching for moro 
trees to fall, the men wortted to save 
the camp from obliteration. It was 
noon time when order was restored. 

The storm of Christmas morning 
was one of the fiercest that has been 
experienced in this district for years, 
though it was not as severely felt in 
town as the winter storms of last year 
and the year before. While it raged, 
some alarm was felt, but there was no 
damage done either in old or new Al- 
bernl. The road between here and 
Nanalmo was badly blocked by fallen 
timber. The trl-weekly mail stage 
that should havo left Alberni on Fri- 
day morning was not able to get over 
the summit, a distance of seven miles. 
Hill Saturday afternoon, and it was late 
at night when it reached the Halfway 
House, where it stopped for the night.

CANAL COMMISSION 
FINDS ENOUGH LABOR 

All Agencies for Employment 
of Workers Are Closed 



Except 



Washington, Doc. 28.— With the early 
arrival in Washington from Paris of 
Leroy Parks, of the isthmian canal 
commission, there will be signalized an 
epoch in the construction of the canal. 
Oflicers of the commission are now 
certain that they havo solved the labor 
problem thai once was so vexing, and 
have instructed Mr. Parks, its labor 
agent In Europe, to close his ollice In 
Paris and return to the United States. 

The withdrawal of the labor agent Is 
not designed to stop Immigration from 
Europe to the canal zone, but is in 
harmony with the closing of labor 
agencies In various parts of the world. 
Instead of three agencies in the United 
States, the number has been reduced 
to one, with Henry A. Smith In charge 
In New York, and instead of two in the 
West Indies, henceforth there will be 
only one, and that in the Bermudas. 
The one In the Bermudas and the one 
located in New York will be the only 
agencies maintained by the govern- 
ment. 

It Is explained at the nfllc.c of the 
commission that the maximum force 
now has been employed. Henceforth 
the work is to be confined fo actual 
canal building. Municipal work, erect- 
ing houses, installing water and sewer 
systems and road-making are said to 
havo readied the stugo where most of 
the expenditures for them will be for 
maintenance. Men previously em- 
ployed in these lines of work an; being 
transferred to other departments, and 
thus the demand for new men has been 
materially reduced. R is found help- 
ful to keep one or two agencies open 
In order to supply laborers for emer- 
gencies and to guard against any 
contingency. 



TEN KILLED 



Cave-in of Trench at' Birmingham, 
Ala,, Blast Furnace/ Plant En- 
tombs Laborers 



Birmingham, Dec. 28.— Two bodies 
have been recovered and eight more 
are known to havo been buried in the 
cave-in of the trench at the blast 
furnace plant at Ensley tonight. Sev- 
eral other laborers and two foremen 
were Injured. Most of the dead are 
foreigners. The men were excavat- 
ing for a new gas Hue. When the 
wall of earth fell It broke down the 
brick work at tho end of the big four- 
foot gas main, and immediately Im- 
mense quantities of gas were poured 
in upon the entombed men.

BY EARTHQURK 



Death and Ruin Are Spread 
Through Several Cities of 
Southern Italy 



THOUSANDS ARE KILLED 



Great Tidal Wave Following 
Shock Aids in Work of 
Destruction 



Rome, Dec. 28. — The three provincea 
of Cosenza, Catanzaro and Reggo de 
Calabria, comprising tho department 
of Calabria, which forms the south- 
western extremity of Italy, or "tho 
too of the boot" were devastated today 
by an earthquake, the far-reaching 
effects of which were felt almost 
throughout the country. 

The town of Messina, in Sicily, was 
partly destroyed and Catania was In- 
undated. In Messina hundreds of 
houses have fallen, and many persons 
have been killed. Owing, however, to 
tho fact that telegraphic and tele- 
phonic communications were almost 
completely destroyed, it is impossible 
to obtain an approximate, idea of the 
vast damage done. 

Tho fate of entire districts within 
the zone of the earthquake is unknown, 
but reports received hero up to late 
hour tonight Indicate that the havoc 
has been great and the destruction of 
life and property moro frightful than 
Italy has experienced in many years. 
The uncertainty of tho situation has 
lllled all Italy with the deepest dis- 
tress, for they still have fear that the 
day may come when that part of tho 
country which seems to have been 
most blest by nature will be destroyed 
by the blind forces of that same na- 
ture which nearly, nineteen centuries 
ago overwhelmed Pompeii and Hercu- 
laneum. 

All reports show that the present 
catastrophe embraces a larger area 
than the earthquake in 1905. The 
tidal wave which followed the earth- 
quake shocks on the eastern coast of 
Sicily sunk vessels and inundated the 
lower part of Catania. It is known 
that a number of people were killed 
In that place. The rushing waters car- 
ried everything before them and caused 
an Indescribable confusion. 

For a period the town of Messina 
and tho whole province of Reggio 
were completely isolated through in- 
terruptions to the. telephone and tele- 
graph, and landslides that obstructed 
the railways. Absolutely nothing was 
heard from Regglo throughout the day, 
while the first news from Messina 
came in the form of a despatch which 
a torpedo boat, Hying at full speed 
along the coast of the peninsula, car- 
ried from point to point, always find- 
ing tho wires down, until it readied 
Nicotera, where the telegraph wires 
were found to be Intact. From this 
pcint the despatch was sent. It brief- 
ly stated that tho situation was des- 
perate, and added that Capt. Passlno, 
commander of the local station of 
torpedo boats, was buried under the 
debris, after having, with other offi- 
cials, performed heroic work in trying 
to save others. Tho Italian govern- 
ment has proceeded energetically to 
concentrate at the points of greatest 
need troops and engineers. Members 
of the Red Cross wore despatched to 
various places and camps, and pro- 
visions were immediately prepared, 
all available railway lines and war- 
ships being used for their transpor- 
tation. 

Thousands Killed. 

The city of Messina has suffered 
probably more than any other place, 
the latest information coming indirect- 
ly from that quarter stating that two- 
thirds of the town was destroyed and 
several thousand persons killed. A 
steamer reached Catania, loaded with 
injured, who were so stupefied by ter- 
ror that they seemed unable to realize 
what had happened, simply saying 
that it looked as though the end of 
the world had come. Five steamers 
left Cataina for Messina to assist In 
removing tho injured from that place, 
who are reported to number thousands. 

At Catania the panic-stricken peo- 
ple, fearing new shocks, absolutely re- 
fused to re-enter their houses, and are 
camping on the squares which are free 
from water. The tidal wave sank live 
hundred boats there, and did great 
damage to several large vessels and 
steamers, including the Austrian 
steamer Buda. 

Not only did Catania suffer from tho 
effects of a tidal wave, but a similar 
body of water inundated the handsome 
streets of Messina which Hanked the 
harbor, covering them with a thick 
layer of mud which rendered difiicult 
the succoring of the wounded, many 
of whom could bo seen lying under 
the wreckage. It is reported that the 
villages of Faro and Ganzlrry, adjoin- 
ing Messina, havo disappeared. 

The effects of the earthquake were 
aggravated by lire, from an explosion 
of gas. The flames, which .svept along 
several of the streets, added terror, 
upon terror. 

In Calabria the region around Monte- 
leone was most affected. The vlllago 
of Stefanlco, the Inhabitants of which 
number '2,300, was practically destroy- 
ed. Ouly live persons were killed, but 
many were injured. Monsignor Morn- 
bito, the Bishop of Mileto, who dis- 
tinguished himself In tho earthquake 
of 1005, did valiant work again today. 
Ho rushed into places where the ruin 
wits tho greatest, and brought aid and 
encouragement to all. Thousands of 
people abandoned their homes, al- 
though a terrific rainstorm prevailed, 
and filled the air with lamentations 
and prayers. In some, places, such as 
Brizzo, Santa Soverina and Piscopio, 
the people had the courage to enter 
their churches almost while they were 
falling, and carry out the saints. They 
bore these in procession through tho 
open country, invoking the mercy of 
God. In the mountainous regions, tho 
population lias taken refuge in caves, 
where peasants and priests, soldiers 



and persons of gentle birth, are living 
in common. Their bed is on the 
ground, and fires burn to keep off wild 
animals. 

Great Tidal Waves. 

Extraordinary scenes are reported at 
Catania following a violent earth 
shock at 5.20 a.m., the sea having risen 
In a tremendous wave which wrecked 
many smacks. A secondary tidal wave 
caused further great damage and 
wreckages. 

Awakened by the shock, tho inhabi- 
tants fled panic-stricken from their 
homes into the streets and squares. 
Processions were organized and all 
the churches wero filled with weeping 
crowds, Imploring divine mercy. Cardi- 
nal Nava, archbishop of Cantanla, ex- 
horted the people to be calm. He prom- 
ised that the body of St. Agatha should 
bo carried around in procession. St. 
Agatha 1h regarded as the special de- 
liverer from all scourges. 

While the number of deaths at that 
plnco Is not believed to be large, there 
wero several tragic occurrences. Among 
the children swept away by the tidal 
wave was a boy 15 months old Who was 
torn from the arms of his mother. The 
mother, too, was overcome by the force 
of tho water and lost consciousness. 
Her body was caught by a railing and 
remained there until she was rescued. 

Midnight reports state that Regglo, 
the capital of tho province of Regglo 
di Calabria, eight miles from Messina, 
on tho opposite side of the straits, lias 
met tlie same fate as Messina, but the i 
reports have not been condi'mel owing 
to the lack of telegraphic facilities. A 
very severe shock was felt at Calta- 
nlssetta, a city of Sicily, and although 
much damage was done, no one was 
killed. The shock created great alarm, 
and notwithstanding the downpour of 
rain the wholo population remained in 
the streets throughout the day and 
marched in religious processions. 

The Pope Is greatly distressed at 
hearing of the catastrophe which had 
afflicted the loyal population in the 
south. He could hardly credit the truth 
of the despatches declaring the devasta- 
tion and fatalities as ten times greater 
than In lOOr.. After kneeling fervently 
In prayer, His Holiness arose and said 
as he said three years ago, that he felt 
his place amongst his suffering chil- 
dren. It was his firm Intention to or- 
der that instructions be given for the 
beginning of the journey, but his phy- 
sicians and those in attendance upon 
him Insisted that it would be impossi- 
ble for him to undertake such a fatig- 
uing expedition in the present condition 
of his health. 

A flying squadroi. composed of tho 
battleships Victoria Emmanuel. Region 
Elena, and Napollu, ht»8 been ordered to 
Messina. They will arrive Tuesday 
morning, together with steamers carry- 
ing supplies and troops. Signer lierto- 
lini, the minister of public works, left 
hern tonight for the south. Altogether 
3,000 troops have been sent southward 
from this city in tho past 18 hours, 
while from other military posts about 
15,000 men are now on their way to 
Calabria and Sicily. 

Much Destruction 

Cantanla, Dec. 28. — Hundreds of 
workmen were set to the tusk of remov- 
ing wreckage and repairing the. railway 
between here and Messina. The dis- 
tance is nearly sixty miles, but late to- 
night, communication by rail between 
the -two towns was established. The 
first small train over the line brought 
a number of Injured 'but the story that 
they told of disaster was very much 
confused. Their reports seem to make 
the damage done less extensive than at 
first reported. Several quarters of tlio 
town were destroyed, and the magnifi- 
cent cathedral, of the Norman period, 
was damaged, the dome having fallen, 
but some of the public buildings aro 
standing, the palace of the xirefcct be- 
ing untouched. 

Palermo, Dec. 28. — Reports from all 
tho towns and villages around Messina 
state that serious damage has been done 
by the earthquake, and that the number 
of victims is large. The greatest dam- 
age was done to buildings and churches 
at Florida Iloto, Clilaramonto, Vittorla, 
Patcrno, Terra Nova, Marianopoli and 
Faro. At Mlneo, there were a num'jer 
of shocks. At Augusta, which once 
before was destroyed by an earthquake, 
the tidal wave today wrecked the gov- 
ernment salt works. The prisoners 
employed there mutinied, but tho mu- 
tiny was eventually suppressed. Tho 
Santa Maria college at Ali, a little 
place between Messina and Catania, was 
overthrown. Several girl students were 
buried in tlie ruins. Tho steamer Piocl- 
monte, according to word received here, 
has arrived at Milazzo with .100 women 
and children and 50 men who were In- 
jured at Messina. After transferring 
tho wounded, the Piedmonte started 
•back for the stricken city. There is no 
doubt that a large portion of Messina 
has been destroyed. To add to the ter- 
rible effects of the disaster thieves 
wore soon at work setting fire at va- 
rious points and stealing everything 
they could lay their hands on, not stop- 
ping at robbing the Injured as they lay 
helpless, and the dead. Stores were 
broken into, and great disorder and 
even terrorism prevailed for a time. 
The authorities, however, promptly took 
the most stringent measures to main- 
tain order, and those who were caught 
In acts of Incendiarism and robbery 
were severely dealt with.

Madame Goodson and H art- 
ma nn io Appear This 
Evening 




To be literally crowned with laurel, 
— an honor usually applied to great 
artists In the figurative sense, — was 
the experience of Madame Katharine 
Goodson, the great English pianist, 
who is in Victoria preparatory to her 
concert tonight with Arthur Hartmann, 
the Hungarian violinist.

Madame Goodson was so much Im- 
pressed with Australia and Hawaii 
that she will return to the Antipodes 
in two years for a. second . tour. At 
that time sin- will spend a week in 
Honolulu ami glee a series of concerts. 

Her present tour, which opens to- 
night at Victoria, will include Seattle, 
Tacoma, Portland, Los Angeles, San 
Francisco. Oakland, Salt Fake City. 
Denver, Chicago, St. Paul. Minneapolis, 
Duluth, Buffalo, New York and Bos- 
ton, L'tlca, and Syracuse. She will re- 
turn to Chicago I'Vbruary 25 and '_'(> to 
piny with tin/ Thomas orchestra again.

Tho 
aldermen as a whole Were in favor of 
the referendum idea, but there was a 
difference of opinion as to the amount 
which the electors should be called upon 
to sanction. , 

The resolution was proposed hy Al- 
derman Henderson and seconded by 
Alderman Cameron, the. former call- 
ing attention to the fact that owing 
to tho Alaska-Yukon- Pacific Exposi- 
tion to be held In Seattle during 1009 
Victoria should make extra efforts to 
attract the many visitors to that event 
to tills city. He suggested that if he 
council considered that $7,500 was too 
large a sum tho amount could bo 
changed, but it was most advisable 
that tho electors should he given an 
opportunity ut saying ;Just what 'they 
wished to be done, lie felt that should 
the referendum carry, it would be a 
public expression of the course which 
the people wished the council to fol- 
low not only for next year, hut for 
subsequent years until some definite 
expression of opinion to the contrary 
were expressed. 

Alderman Norman suggested that an 
alternative amount bo stated so that 
the electors could express their opinion 
on either. He felt that perhaps the 
amount of .$7,r>00 would he objected to 
though the electors might consent to, 
say $4,000. 

Favored Referendum 
Alderman Cameron favored the ref- 
erendum idea. It was the only way 
to ascertain just what the people 
wanted. There had been considerable 
discussion on the matter of a grant to 
tho Tourist Association and he knew 
that some were, not friendly to it, but 
by a referendum all would hav

Capt. Gardiner is tin: best for the city 
and the corporation would save a large 
amount of money. Those gentlemen 
who have been complaining most loud- 
ly are owners of tugs which are not 
large enough to bundle the business. 
Capt. Gardiner, besides his tug, will 
supply scows. The others could not 
carry the garbage out to sen except 
In most favorable weather and the llrst 
tiling the council knew It would be in 
trouble witli the provincial authori- 
ties because of the garbage floating 
back to shore. The committee had de- 
cided the matter as if it was a ques- 
tion of the private business of each. 
The best results were wanted, and he 
felt that the agreement with Captain 
Gardiner would give them. 

Favors Tenders. 
Alderman Norman was also in favor 
of -calling for tenders but /Alderman 
Gleason declared that as a member of 
t lie committee which made the 
arrangement with Capt. Gardiner, lie 
an I was proud of It, and was~prepared to 



opportunity of expressing their wish 
ami tho council would thus have some- 
thing definitely to go upon. 

Alderman Gleason suggested Unit 
perhaps it would be wiser to submit a 
referendum say for $n,000, that amount 
to be voted for a term of, say, three 
years. He felt that there would he no 
opposition to a larger vote for next 
sear In view of the Senttle exposition, 
and the ratepayers doubtless feel that 
an extra effort should lie made hut it 
was for the succeeding years when the 
course of the council should be indi- 
cated. 

Alderman Mnble wanted to know 
Who would have the right of voting on 
tlio referendum, only the ratepayers or 
the whole body of the electorate. If 
the latter ho was suro that the vote 
would be an unfavorable one. He was 
prepared to wager that no $7,f>00 grant 
would be authorized, though Alderman 
Moston was sure that the electors 
would as willingly authorize tin ex- 
penditure of $7,600, or $5,000. 

Alderman Gleason recalled state- 
ments made by the deputation which 
waited upon the council recently to 
the effect that owing to the work of 
the Tourist Association business men 
of the city had so profited that their 
nii.iinesses had Increased greatly. If 
such were tho case he was sure that 
these very business men would he will- 
ing to contribute towards the associa- 
tion's work. 

No Pay, No Vote 

Alderman Hall did not think it was 
right that electors who are noti also 
ratepayers should vote on a money j 
(■rant, which would come out of the 
pockets of the ratepayers only. The! 
raising of tho amount required should I 
bo done by bylaw, only those entitled] 
to vote on money measures being given I 
tho opportunity of voting. If a refer- 
endum Is taken it will mean that many 
who would not have to contribute one 
cent towards the grant will probably 
have the say In whether the grant 
shall he made or not. 

Alderman Henderson objected to 
raising the money by bylaw. That 
would mean binding the city for a cer- 
tain term of years. He firmly believed 
in the good work being done by the 
association and it should lie encourag- 
ed so long as it proves a benefit to

Alderman Hall referred to the fact 
that Victoria lias already urged upon 
the Dominion government the neces- 
sity of making a proper exhibit at the 
exposition, one which will advertise 
British Columbia, and It would not 
now look well for the citizens id' Vic- 
toria to turn down the work of the as- 
sociation. 

Alderman Pauline pointed out that 
the assessment of Victoria during the 
past year litis increased over $1,000,000 
and all the city had given to tin- as- 
sociation last year was a paltry $4,000. 
He felt that It would be u great mis- 
take If the citizens now voted against 
the grant of $7,500, and If they del lie 
would be greatly surprised. 

Mayor Hall staled that from esti- 
mates made by those who are manag- 
ing ex-position matters there will be at 
least half a million people Visiting the 
exposition who will also take the trip 
across the Sound to Victoria.

Complain of Contract. 

Still more complaints have 1 n 

made as to the manner in which tho 
city let the contract for the hauling 
of thi' garbage to Capt, Gardiner in- 
stead of, its J. A. Price and J. Good- 
man, tug owners, claim In their com- 
municatlgns, culling for tenders so 
that every one desiring to do so might 
submit tenders. Both gentlemen de- 
clare that the council In not calling 
for tenders was acting contrary to the 
public welfare and that Its proceeding 
was certainly not businesslike. 

Alderman Fullerton thought that 
tenders should have been called lea-. 
Tho city might have made a good bar- 
gain witli Capt. Gardiner and lie wan 
not going to say Unit the latter would 
not give entire satisfaction. Hut as 
a matter of principle, tenders should 
have been called for. No contract 
should be lot by the city until the pub- 
lico is given an opportunity of ten- 
dering. He had heard many complaints 
from people in his ward as Ho- the ac- 
tion of the council and in fact a public 
meeting would probably he hold when 
the niattor would he discussed. Per- 
haps the othor members of the com- 
mittee -which made tho arrangements 
with Capt. Gardiner had since chang- 
ed their minds. 

Alderman Hall, chairman of the com- 
mittee, declared that he was still of 
J the same mind. The arrangement with 



fend his action on the public plat- 
form. He evidently figured that the 
contract may yet become a matter of 
municipal politics. 

It was a remarkable thing, Alder- 
man Gleason declared, that despite tho 
fact that the council Is doing tho very 
best in tho interests of the public, there 
should be so- many "kickers." Under 
the contract with Capt. Gardiner he 
agrees to dispose of 50 per cent, more 
garbage next year than last and at the 
same cost. This will mean a saving to 
the city of over Sl.-IOO. Alderman 
Gleason claimed that one of the men 
complaining had hud the contract be- 
fore and there hud been trqubJe. 

The contract, which was finally de- 
cided upon and will be signed within 
a day or two, runs Cor two years. 
Some,' of the aldermen felt that the 
council did not have. the right to hind 
next year's council but the city solicitor 
stated .that the contract would bo 
valid, 

:• - s Object to Rates 

The suggested water rates which 
the finance committee,- by which body 
tho question of new rates has boon 
considered, submitted at the last 
meeting of the council, did not come 
up fiir consideration but a special 
meeting will likely be held this week 
when the matter will be fully gone 
into. While the figures already pub- 
lished were merely suggestions com- 
plaints have already been sent to the 
council by those who do not consider 
that the rates published tin: equitable. 
Senator Macdonald wrote asking that 
the council reconsider Its determina- 
tion to levy a water main frontage tax 
of three cents per foot. He points 
out that the whole of such a rate 
should not be levied upon property 
holders who have already so gener- 
ously voted money bylaws, thereby 
placing full confidence in the alder- 
manic body that nothing would be 
done of an unfair character. Pro- 
perty owners, Senator Macdonald 
points out. pay the Interest on the 
public t) ;bt, and all charges such as 
for the water works system and also 
pay the full charges for water while 
not receiving any more benefit than 
the householder or tenant. He sug- 
gests that a general rate be levied | 
upon all consumers to meet the re- 
quired revenue. 

James Ferguson also sent In a re- 
monstrance against the proposed rates 
claiming that under them a poor 
working man living in a four room 
house without a neter will be called 
upon to pay a flu t rat e of $ 1 00 a 
month, or about four times as much 
as a man who lives in a larger house 
but is paying by meter. .Mr. 1-Vrgu- 
Bdh expressed ids opinion that the 
council is following its old practice 
of favoring tin- classes to the detri- 
ment of the masses, and claims that 
everyone should have tin- right of in- 
specting the books of the water com- 
missioner's department when probably 
a number of discrepancies in water 
charges would come to light. Mr. 
Ferguson also asks why it would not 
be belt! r to have all houses metered. 
Will be Considered. 
Both the above communications 
u ere tiled and the writers . will he 
Informed (hat Ihe question of rates 
Is now under consideration. Alderman 
Cameron pointing out that Mr. Fergu- 
son is mistaken in saying that $1.00 a 
month is about four times as much 
as would be charged where a meter 
is used. 'I'll,- lowest rate, whether 
by rooms or meter, will be one dollar, 
that will be a mlnlmun rate. As to 
meters the city has Just placed "the 
ontract for one half of th.- supply of

The B.C. Sand and Gravel Company 
wrote calling attention to the fact that 
the contract between the city and the 
company for the supply of washed 
sand and gravel will expire at the end 
of the year and asking that the city 
renew tho same. It was decided to 
call for tenders for sand, gravel and 
crushed rock for road and sidewalk 
construction, tenders to bo in by Jan- 
uary 18 next. It will not bo possible 
for this council to renew tho contract 
with the B.C. Sand and Gravel Com- 
pany and thus bind next year's coun- 
cil, but by calling for tenders the bids 
will be before next year's council and 
can be considered by that body. 
Will Start New Enterprise. 
The Standard Cement Pipe Company 
advised the council of its intention to 
start a plant in the city and manu- 
facture concrete pipe. The company 
requests that the council change the 
present bylaw which only admits of 
the use of saft-gKazed earthen ware 
for sewer piping and allow the com- 
pany's product a chance. The con- 
cern Is willing Unit the city olticials 
should test its product. 

The water commissioner reported 
concerning the complaint of tho Stan- 
dard Laundry as to rates charged for 
water, that the company is charged in 
strict accordance with the bylew and 
at the same rates as other laundries 
and that as regards tho application of 
Bergstrom Bjornfelt for special water 
rates for a swimming pool In connec- 
tion with his Turkish baths on Fort 
street, that there Is no provision for 
special rates for any purpose. Both 
the above communications will be laid 
over pending the lixing of the now 
rates. 

The water main on Gorge road, 
from the city houndry to TUlicum 
mad, which owners ask to be laid, 
the cost to be paid by the owners ex- 
cept a small portion passing the city 
park, which will be paid for by the 
city, will be undertaken.

The resolution submitted by -Alder- 
man Gleason that a. referendum be 
taken on the question of whether all 
stores shall he closed on Sundays was 
passed, and the electors will be given 
an opportunity of expressing their 
opinion on the matter.

Late Mrs, Gray Was. One 
the Earliest Women Im- 
migrants 



of 



Another of the pioneers, ;t fas:t less- 
oning band, crossed the great divide 
tit an eary hour yesterday morning at 
the Aged Women's home, when Mrs. 
Grey, who lias found a. refuge In this 
comfortable Institution since flu; 17th 
of May, 1903, quietly breathed her last 
In her 0-ltli year, tho cauae of death 
being purely old age. 

Mrs. Gray was born in 181-1 in tho 
pleasant old English town of Weldon, 
in Staffordshire, and came out to Brit- 



then a married woman and 30 years of 
UK'-, and was accompanied by her hu»- 
band, Mr. Parsons, a millwright; while 
Dr. .1. S. Heltnckcn was the surgeon 
of the ship. All these Immigrants, 
practically all of whom were under 
engagement to the Hudson liuy com- 
pany, landed at Jisquitnalt, and almost 
Immediately afterwards .Mr. and Mrs. 
Parsons went up to the Hudson Hay 
company's grist, "or flouring mill, 
which was at that time situated upon 
what was then known as Rose stream 
ami now a;; Mill stream, a short dis- 
tance above Parson's bridge; so named 
In commemoration of these very Im- 
migrants. They lived at this place un- 
til five years, the usual term of ser- 
vice' with the company, bad expired, 
and thereupon h aving the service, tho 
mill, to borrow tin- expressive phrase 
of a pioneer, "went to the devil," 
whilo they opened a public house at 
the approach to Parson's bridge, which 
was for a long period a favorite place 
of resort by residents of Victoria, Ks- 
quiltialt and vicinity. 

Sometime subsequently, however, 
Parsons, who was a millstone cutter, 
went down to tho Columbia river to 
follow Lis. trade, his wife remaining 
here, and died there. "While not long 
afterwards his widow married Wttl. 
Gray, a carpenter by trade, and an old 
friend, as lie came out to this coun- 
try witli them on tho Norman Morri- 
son. They removed to Esqulmalt, 
where linr second husband possessed 
considerable property, and not many 
years afterwards Gray dying in turn, 
his widow lived in one of the houses 
which li>- left her, until tho 17th of 
May In the year i'J03, when site con- 
cluded an arrangement witli the man- 
agement of the Aged "Women's home, 
and made her final change of rssl- 
donce. Under thin arrangement she 
transferred nine lots at KsQulmalti 
upon which there was an encumbrance 
of $700, and the management-agreed to 
make suitable provision for her for the 
balance of her life. 

All the immigrants; who came to Es- 
quimau in 1S50 upon tho Norman Mor- 



tnployees of tho Hudson 
', with a single exception, 
, somewhat advanced in 
years, whose mission it was to teacli 
the Intricacies as well as the trans- 
cendent beauties ot tile Gaelic lan- 
guage to Capt, Grant's young people tit 
tiooke, but this 'immigrant dying dur- 
ing tile trip was buried at sea, And 
there were found, somo on board ill- 
natured enough to say that he was 
sent away from .Scotland for the pur- 
pose o: saving the expense of lutor- 
ring hint at home. This gentleman 
pn seated two small and Interesting 
picture to the ship's surgeon, Dr. 
Helmcken, and these somewhat an- 
cient relics of a past age arc Still 111 
existence. 

By many of the older residents of 
this city .Mrs. Gray was supposed to 
have been the iirst white woman to 
arrive In this province, but it appears 
thai this is not the ease, as one .Mrs. 
Mulr, not long previously, preceded 
her. Nor was Mrs. Parsons tho only 
woman In the company as some have 
imagined, three or four others being • 
fellow-immigrants. 



Veterans of 1866. 

The Veterans of 18C6 Association, 
Toronto, Ontario, are about to petition 
tho next Dominion parliament In the 
Interests of the men who served dur- 
ing the Fenian raid of 1866, for an 
allotment of 160 acres of land In the 
Northwest Territories.

A "PUBLIC" HOLIDAY 

Capt. Tatlow, Minister of Finance 
and Agriculture, returned from what it 
pleases him to call a holiday trip to tho 
Mother Country. Most people have not 
given him credit for a highly developed 
imagination, but the power that ena- 
bles a man to construe three very busy 
months Into a holiday is Shakesperean 
In its capacity. On the other hand 
some high authority has said that a 
change of occupation is the best re- 
creation, and so we suppose our friend 
has had a good sort of an outing after 
all. Capt. Tatlow has employed him- 
self very largely in bringing about In 
the United Kingdom a better under- 
standing of this province than has 
hitherto prevailed, and when he says 
that we may look forward with con- 
fidence to a considerable influx of set- 
tlers a«d capital, we may feel well as- 
sured that there is good reason for SO 
doing, because he Is a gentleman dis- 
tinguished by the conservatism of his 
statements. 

Among the matters which received 
his attention while In London was the 
location of the Agent-General's otlice. 
The work which Mr. Turner has been 
engaged in has grown very rapidly and 
is still growing, but there has been no 
corresponding increase In the appro- 
priation for carrying It on. We are 
very glad, indeed, that the Minister of 
Finance has seen his way to providing 
an oflice in a better location. 

Capt. Tatlow's visit to England re- 
ceived very considerable attention from 
the newspapers, and all of it was fav- 
orable. One of the advantages that 
will result from it is that he will be 
better able to deal with the various 
points that will arise in connection 
with any effort to bring to this pro- 
vince tho class of people most needed 
here. His presence in England, the 
excellent financial showing that he has 
been able to make for the province, the 
story of progress and development 
Which he has been able to tell cannot 
fail to produce an exceedingly favora- 
ble impression upon, the Investing class 
in tlie United Kingdom. We look for 
excellent results from Capt. Tatlow's 
holiday. 



CRIMINAL MISCHIEF.

Wr urge upon all parents to ImprPflS 
upon their boys the threat danger! 
which may be occasioned thereby.! 
W.- urge till older persons to avoid this I 
practice, if they lias .- been In the habit 
of indulging In it. While under tin 
peculiar circumstances there might! 
be some doubt as to the moral obli- 
gation of the company — we express no 
opinion as to the legal liability— to 
maki good the resulting damage, li Is 
pleasant to In- able to say that the 
management approaches the matter in 
that spirit of fairness which charac- 
terizes it and evinces no disposition to 
avoid making such awards as can 
reasonablj be asked. The sufferers by 
the accident also display a commend- 
able spirit, and the whole affair will 
pass off with a minimum of loss to 
;u;v one arid only a slight inconven- 
ience to tin/ public, who, for a time, 
were without lights. If the accident 
laid happened on Christmas Eve, the 
merchants would have lost thousand's 
o! dollars in sales. Ii might also 
have caused loss of life. 

INDEPENDENT PAPERS. 

The t 'ranbrook I lerald su ys Unit, 
because It supported the Liberal can- 
didate at the last Dominion election, 
its claim to be an Independent news- 
paper litis been called in question. 
This is a very common experience, and 
it arises from confounding Indepen- 
dence with neutrality, it seems to 
us that an Independent newspaper can 
hardly avoid taking sides in tin elfC- 
tion, If H actively participates in 
the discussion of public questions tit 
other limes, one can hardly see how 
it can at election lime avoid extend- 
ing its help lo the party, whose policy 
and personnel commend themselves 
iflosf lo its Judgment. Few men are 
t,i to set themselves up on a pedestal 
and lay down the law to all political 
ponies At. leant if they nrc at till 
inumejoui:-. limy gomehow falj to find 
Uub- liv.u.y to editorial chair*. The 



Independence of newspapers is shown 
by the treatment of subjects arising 
from day to day. A Liberal paper 
may bo Independent; so also may a 
Conservative paper. As Is well known 
the sympathies or the Colonist are 
with -<ie Conservative party; yet it 
has staunchly advocated the All-Red 
Hue; expressed Its hearty approval of 
the Lemleux agreement while pro- 
testing against tho policy which, made 
such an agreement necessary; ap- 
plauded the Ottawa ministry for its 
efforts to secure cheaper cablegrams 
and unsparingly condemned tho cam- 
paign directed against tho. National 
Transcontinental Railway. The fact 
that it is diametrically opposed to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler's expressed views on 
Oriental Immigration, and his ten- 
dency to concentrate power at Ottawa 
has not prevented It from acknowledg- 
ing that In many respects he has serv- 
ed his country well or from recogniz- 
ing him as one of the foremost men 
in the British Empire. Wo are in- 
clined to think that it is this Inde- 
pendent treatment of men and issues 
which litis won for the Colonist Wha! 
little Influence It may possess. Odd 
ideas are held by some people as to 
what are the insignia of independence 
in newspapers. Some people believe 
they exhibit it by writing everything 
in the tirst person singular, but there 
is quite ns much partlzanship shown 
by the newspapers which say "I 
think," as by those that sax' "we 
think." Others consider it is to be 
demonstrated by attacking everything 
in sight and supporting nothing, but 
this is not independence; it is only 
egotism. Others claim to be inde- 
pendent because they never take sides, 
but this is only cowardice. What 
an absurd tiling it would be for a 
newspaper to keep track of the course 
of events. Inform itself upon ail public 
questions, do its best to create a 
sound public opinion by the (ree and 
fearless discussion of political issues 
and then, when tin election comes on. 
stand aloof and let other people tight 
the battle. The independent news- 
paper is the most useful newspaper. 
When the leader of the party that 
is in adopts a certain course, it does 
not search for sinister and dishonor- 
able motives on the one hand or deal 
in fulsome adulation on the other. 
When tho leader of the party that is 
out declares for a certain policy, It 
does not laud it to the skies or con- 
demn him unreservedly. It deals with 
questions as they arise, honestly and 
to the best of its ability, and at an 
election lights the battle of the party 
which, all tilings considered. It be- 
lieves ought to be successful. 



INTERESTS IN COMMON. 

No two provinces of Canada have 
more and greater interests In common, 
and there are none whose Interests are 
less divergent than British Columbia 
and Alberta. The eastern boundary of 
Alberta Is substantially as far from 
Winnipeg as from Vancouver; Edmon- 
ton is very much nearer to Victoria 
than to Winnipeg, and about the same 
distance nearer to Prince Rupert than 
to Churchill on Hudson's Hay. From 
tlie extreme northeasterly corner of 
Alberta the distance to Winnipeg and 
Prince Rupert is the same, and to the 
ports of Vancouver Island only a little 
more. In these statements the mea- 
surements are all m straight lines. 
Winnipeg is in tlie heart of the con- 
tinent; the Victoria cities are upon the 
ocean. When tin- products of Alberta 
have reached Winnipeg tins are fur- 
ther from the sea than tiny were on 
tlie farms where they were grown. 

The two provinces are coterminous 
across eleven degrees of latitude, or, 
allowing for tlie deviation of a part 
of the Inter-provlnclal boundary from 
a straight line, lor more than eight 
hundred miles. For the southern half 
of this distance tlie summit of the 
Rocky Mountains forms tin- division; 
for tin- northern half there is no na- 
tural demarcation, the line following 
a meridian. Across the mountains 
there are several excellent passes, so 
that tlie Rockies cannot be regarded 
as a barrb-r between the two provinces. 
There are. therefore, no physical ob- 
stacles in the way of trafllc between 
Alberta and the British Columbia sea 
coast. Hence iii the very nature of 
things the development of the great 
province, which is our neighbor to the 
eastward, means mini, for this pro- 
vince. We take the position that in 
all plans formed for the development 
of British Columbia, lliis great fact 
should receive consideration. We do 
nut say that it should be regarded as 
paramount to all local Interests, for 
that would be wrong, but we do say 
that we ought not, In planning for tho 
future of our own province to lose 
sight of tlie great part which the pros- 
perity of Alberta will play In the 
promotion of our prosperity. 

We shall not deal at any length with 
the respects in which tlie two pro- 
vinces .-ire the complement of each 
other. Let us simply suppose Hint 
they formed together one country, 
having no relations with that part of 
Canada which lies east of them. We 
would have an area of nearly 650,000 
square miles, which for natural wealth 
and potential productiveness cannot be 
surpassed by any corresponding area 
in the world. A comparison may bo 
useful. These two provinces are as 

large as France, Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, Belgium, Holland and Den- 
mark combined. Wlthl" this area are 
matchless wheat lands, matchless 
grazing lands, matchless fruit lands, 
matchless forests. Appurtenant to 
them tire matchless fisheries, mid on 
their ocean frontage are matchless 
harbors, Stored in their rocks arc 
coal mines of enormous valuo, and de- 
posits of gold, silver, copper, lend and 
Iron of great extent and richness. They 
arc watered by splendid rivers. They 



enjoy a glorious, though divcrsllled 
climate. There is no place within their 
borders where malaria or tiny disease 
holds sway. There are no hostile, 
natives to be dispossessed. What one of 
them cannot produce cheaply, profuse- 
ly and In perfection the other can. To- 
gether they form a region which in all 
the elements of material greatness 
exceeds any other. 

We suggest that the time lias como 
when the identity, of Interests between 
British Columbia and Alberta should 
be recognized. This coast is the natural 
outlet for^the product of the great in- 
terior province, just as the Pacitlc 
coast of tlie United States hi the na- 
tural outlet for the corresponding 
portion of that country. Lot us look 
south of tho International boundary 
line and study the situation there tor 
u little while. The 110th meridian, 
which is the eastern boundary of Al- 
berta, passes through the centre of 
Montana, through the western part of 
Wyoming, and the eastern part of Utah 
and Arizona. The States of California, 
Nevada, Oregon, Washington and 
Idaho, half the State of Montana, and 
more than half the States of Utah and 
Arizona lie west of it. Tlie combined 
area of these states and parts of 
states is TliO.OOO square miles, sojne- 
what larger than that of British Col- 
umbia and Alberta, but it Is doubtful 
If they contain a greater productive 
area. The western coast line of the 
United States is longer thun Unit of 
Canada, but it hnsfcfewvr good harbors, 
and there are no fisheries lying off the 
shores. Yet we hnd in those states a 
score of cities, with a large popula- 
tion, two of them Inn ing upwards of 
a quarter of a million each. In view 
of the above facts, in view of what 
the President of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific has been saying I" regard to 
westbound traffic from the prairies, in 
view of what we know about the ten- 
dency of commerce to Seek the Hues 
of tile least resistance, and in view- 
also of tho rapid development of the 
Orient, It seems as 'if It were time for 
the people of British Columbia and 
Alberta to take council together. 



A correspondent of the News- Adver- 
tiser suggests that tlie relics of the old 
steamer Beaver should be exhibited at 
the Alaska- Yukon-Pacific Exposition. 
As "the first steamer to enter the Pa- 
cific," as the steamer which "opened 
the vaiious ports on. this coast from 
San Francisco to Alaska," anything 
that remains of her is of Interest. By 
the way, can any of the pioneer resi- 
dents tell us the story uf the voyage 
of the Beaver? 



The Pacific coast has lost one of its 
leading and most conspicuous captains 
of industry in the death of Claus 
Spreckels, of San Francisco, widely 
known as the "sugar king.' Tlie story 
of .Mr. Spreckels' career from the time 
when he arrived in New York a poor 
boy from Germany down to his passing 
away a multi-millionaire, is one of 
patient industry, indomitable pluck and 
quick recognition of opportunities 
which are perhaps just as abundant 
today as ever before.

Victoria and 
Vancouver Island are certain to bene- 
fit very largely from the consummation 
of such enterprise -Indeed, It 's not 
too much to suy that the whole scheme 
of transportation affecting this section 
will require revision, once this island 
has been given fi try connection by 
way of Port Angeles with the great 
American railway systems. One Im- 
mediate effect would lie tlie hastening 
of construction of a Hue of railway 
to the north en. I ,,i Vancouver Island, 
and via this new route would flow 
much of the trantc which now goes 
north ami south via Seymour Narrows.

The surprising statement Is made 
that immigration to the United States - 
for the last year has been practically , 
ni:. At a meeting of the cabinet at 1 
Washington the other day, Secretary 
Straus submitted official figures to 
show that the total net addition to j 
tlie population of the United States 
by alien immigration was between | 
Sept. :!('. r.iOT, and Oct, 1, 1908, only 
6,298 and even this number should be 
reduced by deducting the number of 
naturalized Americans who took up 
residence abroad. The actual number 
of aliens arriving was 721,112 and the 
number of aliens departing during the 
same period was 717,814. Mr. Straus 
said that all official figures as to the 
emigration of aliens prior to Sept. 30, 
1907, were the estimates of the steam- 
ship compani.-s and were guess work. 
Last year olliclal figures were kept as 
to tlie departure of aliens. Tile sece- 
lary estimated that figures on Immi- 
gration which have been in popular 
use heretofore have been at least 48 I 
per cent too high.

The Navy Year Book, prepar.nl by 
Pitman Pulsifer, clerk of the United 
States semite navy committee, and 
now in the hands of the printer, con- 
tains tile very interesting statement 
that the American navy stands second 
among those of the great world 
powers at tho present time. Germany 
follows third, while -France has drop- 
ped to fourth place, and Japan is fifth. 
A Washington correspondent writes: 

The Year Book will show that Great 
Britain lias Gl first-class battleships, 
with a tonnage of 910,330; the United 
States 31, with a tonnage of 449,796; 
Germany 31, with a tonnage of lit, 
180; Franco ^0, with a tonnage ot" 
357.135', and Japan 15, with a tonnage 
of 233,414. Including armored cruisers 
also, however, France heads Ger- 
many, her navy tonnage of both bat- 
tleships and armored cruisers being 
573,364, wdiile that of Germany is 548.- 
254. Tim tonnage of United States 
battleships and armored cruisers is 
607, Sit,-- That . Qf Great Britain • Is 
1,390, 030.' France takes precedence of 
both tlio United States and Germany 
if the tonnage ot" all the vessels in 
the navy,' including the submarines, 
torpedo boats, etc.. is counted. All 
told, France has 510 vessels to the 
credit of her navy, tho 'total tonnage 
being S01.1SS, while the total tonnage 
of the entire- German navy Is 093,599, 
that of the United States 770.4HN, and 
that of Japan 444,903. The booh says 
that Japan is doing little shipbuilding, 
the only vessels now in course of 
construction being two battleships.

Where e'er thy 
The True North 
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There Is apparently widespread and 
growing dissatisfaction in England 
against the working of the Old Age 
Pensions Bill. Thus a London cor- 
respondent writes: 

Very serious complaints are directed 
against anomalies under tho act, which 
can only be relieved by fresh legisla- 
tion. There are innumerable cases of 
persons receiving pensions by dexter- 
ous manipulation of their finances, 
although they are not really entitled 
to the benefits of the act, while very 
worthy applicants are debarred be- 
cause of scone trilling disqualification. 
If an applicant has a capital sum In- 
vested or deposited he is entitled to a 
pinslon provided the return of the In- 
vestment does not exceed £31V& ster- 
ling. Xii account is taken of the in- 
come to lie obtained by judicious re- 
investment or assessment on an an- 
nuity basis. Thus tin- owners of sums 
varying from six to fifteen hundred 
pounds sterling on deposit will draw 
pensions, while a man so poor that 
the guardians once had to pay two 
shillings fur cleaning his room:: is 
barred. An aged woman who once re- 
ceived two pounds of tea from the 
poor relief is also barred. Similar 
cases, both of the owners of consider- 
able sums who have been pensioned 
and the utterly destitute who have 
been debarred, might be cited without 
end. 



The origin of moving pictures was 
in this wise, says the Liverpool Post: 
Sir John Herschell, alter dinner, In 
lS3(i, asked his friend Charles Bab- 
bug!' how he would show both sides 
of a shilling at once. Babbage replied 
by taking a shilling from his pocket 
and holding it to a mirror. This did 
not satisfy Sir John, who set the shil- 
ling spinning on the dinner table, at 
the same time pointing out that If the 
eye is placed on a level with the ro- 
tating coin both sides can be seen 
at once. Babbage was so struck by 
the experiment that the next day he 
described it to a friend, Dr. Fltton, 
Who immediately made a working mod- 
el. On one side of a disc was drawn a 
bird. On the' other side an empty 
birdcage. When the card was revolved 
on a silk thread tile bird appeared in 
the cage. This model showed the per- 
sistence of vision upon which all mov- 
ing- pictures depend for their effect 
The eye retains the image of tho ob- 
ject seen for a fraction of a second 
after the object has been removed. 
This model was called the thaumotrope. 
Next came the zoetrope, or wheel of 
life. A cylinder was perforated with 
a series of slots, and within the cyl- 
inder was placed a band of drawings 
of dancing men. On the apparatus 
being slowly rotated the figures seen 
through the slots appeared to be In 
motion. The llrst systematic photo- 
graphs taken at regular Intervals of 
men and animals were made by Muv- 
bridge in 1877. 

Mrs. Creighton, widow of Dr. Creigh- 
ton, Bishop of London, suggested in a 
paper read at the Conference of the 
National Union of Women Workers, 
that middle age was a happier period 
than youth. If a woman was worth 
anything she ought to-be just getting 
at her best at forty for active work 
and staying there at least till sixty. 
When a man of forty was made a 
bishop or a Cabinet Minister ho was 
considered very young for the post 
but a woman at forty was thought to 
be too old to be the head mistress of 
a school or the matron of an institu- 
tion. There seemed to bo no sense 
in it. 

Perhaps the most remarkable of the 
recent inventions in the medical line 
is an apparatus by means of which the 
stomach is photographed from with- 
in. It is the discovery of a Munich 
doctor, and is thus described in ac- 
tion: — "The camera is actually swal- 
lowed by the patient, and when it 
reaches Its destination the Interior 
of the stomach is illuminated by a 
small electric lamp attached to the 
apparatus. At the bottom of the cam- 
era is wound a photographic film 30 
Indies long and a quarter of an inch 
wide. The physician pulls a cord 
which runs the film past the lens, the 
electric lamp Is turned on. and the 
impressions made on the sensitive 
film. The process is repeated until 
the requisite number of pictures have 
been taken." 

Many people do not know It, but 
Cardiff ranks as the largest port in 
the' United Kingdom for the export of 
coal. We gather from an article in 
tin- Magazine of Commerce, that its 
shipments, foreign alone, for the fol- 
lowing years were:— 1840, 3,312 tons; 
1SS0, 4,997,480 tons: 1900, 13,481,027 
tons; until in 1907 it reached the 
splendid total of 17,309,175 tons; while, 
adding the coastwise shipments to tills 
we have- a grand total of 19,980,029 
tons, an amount over 4.000,000 tons in 
excess of the celebrated Tyne ports of 
North and South Shields and New- 
castle. The rates are from 20 to 30 
per cent lews at. the Bute docks than at 
most of the leading docks In the Un- 
ited Kingdom. In seventy years the 
dock estate lias increased from IS to 
103 acres.

Venice, Dec. 28, — A disastrous land- 
slide occurred at midnight in the com- 
mune of Agordlne, twenty-five miles 
from Bellune.

The Morning Post says: — There is 
a European law to the effect that no 
Power of itself is to modify a Euro- 
pean settlement to which all the Great 
Powers have been parties. That rule 
has not been observed by Austria- 
Hungary in regard to tlte status of/ the 
occupied provinces. "Why should she 
observe a rule If she prefers to break 
It, if she has two million soldiers of 
her own, and has an ally wh.: three 
million more'.' Perhaps there are in 
Great Britain men and women who 
would like to see the establish- 
ment of law In Europe in conditions 
Which would prevent its being dis- 
regarded with Impunity. They had 
better be quiet.. To argue, in Europe 
about law and right today it is ne- 
cessary to be able to back your opin- 
ion and in that argument the or y ef- 
fective backing is that of navies and 
armies. Championship Is an occupa- 
tion reserved for the. strong, and cham- 
pionship that means words without 
acts has never in this world been re- 
spected. For that reason there is not 
much use discussing whether Great 
Britain ought to have just now a pol- 
icy in regard to the Balkan peninsula. 
Her honour is pledged to France In 
regard to certain contingencies, and 
she will keep her word. But before 
she can take sides with effect in a 
general European argument she must 
consider her attitude In reference to 
the calls she ought to make upon the 
persons of her citizens in the .went 
of her having a duty to perform in 
the world. 

London Standard:— it cannot be too 
widely or too clearly understood that 
the International Naval l 'on fere nee, 
has been assembled at the invitation 
of his Majesty's Ministers to discuss 
proposals which threaten the very 
foundation of British sea-power. The 
suggestion, adopted at the instance ot 
Great Britain ami Germany at the 
Hugue Conference, and embodied in a 
Convention, that an International 
Prize Court should be constituted as 
a Court of Appeal from the Prize 
Courts of belligerents, appears on the 
surface to be a reasonable and an in- 
nocent proposal. That Is not the 
light In which we regard a scheme 
that involves the gratuitous sacrifice 
of the Immemorial rights of this coun- 
try, and the abrogation of the English 
common law. It provides ttiat upon 
appeal a decision of a British Prize 
Court may be submitted to the judg- 
ment of a tribunal composed chiefly 
of foreign assessors and jurists who 
have no accepted code or body of law 
upon which to found their awards. In 
Article 7 of the Convention it is stat- 
ed that "if no generally accepted rule 
exists, the Court shall give judgments 
in accordance with the general princi- 
ples of justice and equity." Even the 
present Government refused to ratify 
a clause so obviously open to abuse; 
and It was for the purpose of deckl- 
ing upon a common form of agreement 
that they called together the represen- 
tatives of other great naval Powers. 
The underlying motive of tile whole 
proceeding may be understood, when 
It is remembered that it was the 
British Government which advocated 
the abolition of contraband at the 
Hague Conference. Had thai astound- 
ing proposal been accepted, tin? whole 
basis of British naval supremacy would 
have been j'sWCDt away al a single 
blow; tlie neutral would have been 
completely enfranchised; and the 
chief guarantees of the peace of the 
world — the responsibility of the neu- 
tral and the liability of the commercial 
classes to share in the hazards of 
warfare — would have been destroyed. 
The disastrous mistake of the Declar- 
ation of Paris, In which the Hag was 
permitted to cover the cargo, except 
in the case of (undefined) contraband 
of war, would have been carried to 
its full and fatal consummation. In 
the report of tlie three admirals — Sir 
William Dowell, Sir Vesey Hamilton, 
and Sir Frederick Richards (now Ad- 
miral of the Fleet) — appointed to con- 
sider the position of naval affairs in 
1S8S. the following remarkable passage 
occurs: — "There can be no doubt but 
that, were England Involved In a mar- 
itime war, and were she to assume her 
natural rights as a belligerent — which 
appear to have been voluntarily hud 
aside by the Declaration of Paris in 
1850 — complications with neutral 
States would inevitably ensue, and her 
whole commercial position and the im- 
mense carrying trade, by which it is 
sustained would be jeopardised al the 
outset, were war to be forced upon her 
at a time when tho Navy was weak." 
The late Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man desired to utilise tlie Hague Con- 
ference for depriving Great Britain of 
the belligerent rights which remain to 
her after their surrender in 1850. The 
principle of his policy is sufficiently 
obvious. The Fleet having been rob- 
bed of its most powerful weapon, the 
control of the neutral, there would no 
longer be any object in possessing a 
supreme Navy. Hence the concurrent 
proposals for the reduction of arma- 
ments. A more Inept anil dangerous 
policy was never devised by a British 
Government. 

Mr. Asquith has apparently accepted 
this disastrous legacy of an Interna- 
tional fiasco. The programme of the 
Naval Conference has not been sub- 
mitted to Parliament. The delibera- 
tions are to be carried on in secret. 
Sir Edward Grey stated on May 28th 
hist that tlie chief discussion would 
centre upon the rules of blockade and 
contraband. Let us suppose lor the 
sake of argument—what is extremely 
unlikely to occur— that tin.' Conference 
urrives at an agreonioiil upon these' 
vital points, and that a code is drawn 
up for the guidance of the Internation- 
al Prize Court. The German view of 
the probable result has been lucidly 
expressed by Admiral Baron Curt von 
Maltzahn, of the Imperial German 
Navy, ',!i the course of a disquisition 
upon International law:— "The laws 
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whose very existence depends upon 
winning and maintaining the command 
of the sea. would be hampered in what 
might be a llfe-und-dcath struggle by 
absurd and arbitrary restrictions. To 
keep them might mean Incalculable 
loss; to Infringe them would give cause 
of offence to other nations, which 
would otherwise remain friendly. Such 
Is the dilemma, involving tlie gravest 
possible issues, hue which his Majes- 
ty's Ministers have been led, more per- 
haps by Inadvertence than by design. 
The consequences may be very serious, 
unless Parliament-- omitting of course 
one hundred and lifty Liberal patriots 
— and the nation awake in time to tlie 
real meaning of the situation.

GOT AM A WRECKED OFF 
THE WA SHING TON COAST 

Crew Saved From Storm - Broken Ves- 
sel by Steamer Santa Monica- 
Landed at Aberdeen 



Tlie Old whaler Gotoma, now a two- 
masted lumber schooner, was wrecked 
during tlie Christmas gale which blew 
so fiercely over a wide area, of the 
North Pacific Cnast. The vessel was 
abandoned on Sunday morning about 
10 miles off Willapa harbor, Cttptj 
Gruggel, his wife and crow, being 
takoni'pff by the steamier Santa Monica 



which landed the shipwrecked com- 
pany at Aberdeen on Sunday. 

The Gotoma's deck was awash, the 
deck load gone, small boats lost, and 
the crew gathered on the after deck, 
with little food and no water. 

i 'apt. Gruggel, of the Gotoma, gives 
the following account of the disaster: 
"We left Tillamook has- for San 
Francisco December -3, and ran imme- 
diately into heavy seas and strong 
head winds. Tin weather got rough- 
er, so on the 24th we hove to. About 
- o'clock Christmas when we were 
about 200 miles southwest of TUla- 
mook, I was on deck with the whole 
crew working the ship when my wife 
and the cook came running out to the 
after house, having been driven out 
by the water. 

"This was the first I knew of the 
ship being in trouble. We out loose 
the deck lead and turned and ran be- 
fore the wind for land. The Gotoma 
Is an old whaler and has a wheel 
houBe. We rigged up a bed in this 
for my wife. She i" a nervy sailor 
ami did not onee show the white 
feather. 

"We had no water, but found a case 
of tomatoes and drank the Juice. W'e 
drifted before the wind all day of the 
25th anil JOth without sighting a ship. 
Early this morning we sighted land 
and were being blown rapidly towards 
the breakers when the Santa Monica 
sighted us. They sent out a boat, all 
of us except our Angora goat, Nanny, 
got off safely. We all expected to 
be corpses by tills time." 

Tlie Gotoma loaded at Ilobsorivllle, 
Or., for the Miami Lumber company, 
Sun Francisco. She belonged to the 
Simpson Lumber company and was 
insured. Her crew consisted of Capt. 
Gruggel, a mate, cook, n.nd four sea- 
men. The men are being eared for 
by tho Sailors' Union of Aberdeen.

Some time ago it was reported that 
the Paget Sound Navigation company 
was considering the construction of a, 
triple-screw steamer for Puget Sound 
waters and now bids lor Its construc- 
tion are called for bv the company, 
says a Seattle despatch. 

The new vessel will cost between 
?^00.000 and $300,000 and must attain 
a siieetl of twenty knots an hour. Her 
passenger capacity will be in tlio 
neighborhood of 1,500 and she will ho 
equipped with turbine engines. ■ Tim 
new vessel will be operated along 
with the other vessels of the com- 
pany's licet on Paget Sound, consist- 
ing of the Indianapolis, Iroquois and 
Chippewa. 

Already tile Moran company of 
Seattle and the Craig Shipbuilding- 
company of Long Beach, Cal., are 
figuring on the now craft. The Craig 
company formerly operated a .ship- 
building plant at Toledo, where tlio 
I steamship!) Indianapolis, Iroquois and 
Chippewa were constructed. Thesp 
three vessels are now In the servico 
of tho Puget Sound Navigation com- 
pany operating between ports of Seat- 
tie. Tacomo, Victoria, and Vancouver 1 
P.O.. These craft formerly operated 
on the great lakes. 

The proposition of building the new 
vessel will be left largely to tho 
builders with respect to length, horso 
power, style of build and lines/ Tho 
company, however, calls for a twenty- 
knot vessel. While It has not been de- 
elded what the length of tlie now craft 
will lie. It Ik probable that it will nut 
be more than 250 feet.

TARIFF REFORM WILL 
COME IN ENGLAND 



Capt. Tatlow Thinks British 
Public Has Changed Its 



That it will not be long before some 
measure of tariff reform Is passed In 
England is the opinion of tho Hon. 
Capt. Tallow, who returned on Sunday 
night from a three months' visit to 
the Old Country. Capt. Tatlow says, 
that so far as he could judge tho 
people of England are very tired o£ 
the present Liberul government and 
will dismiss them from olllce directly 
they get an opportunity. He could 
see no sign of popular indignation at 
the action of the House of Lords In 
dismissing the licensing bill, and is In- 
clined to the. opinion that the 
Lords did exactly what the people 
were hoping that they would do. 

Another factor which, 'Capt. Tatlow 
thinks, will help the cause of tariff 
reform is the unemployed question. 
Under a free trade system the num- 
ber of unemployed In England are 
Increasing every year, and the people 
are beglning to think that It may 
be the fault to some extent of the 
system. The tariff reformers hold 
out promises of Increased employment 
and it would seem likely that they 
will get a chance of making their 
promises good. Business generally 
in England Is not very lively just now. 

Capt. Tatlow was In tho House of 
Commons when the licensing bill re- 
ceived its third reading and heard the 
speeches of Premier Asqulth, Mr. 
Bonar Law and other prominent 
statesmen on that, occasion. He sulci 
It was most interesting, and that the 
level of the debate was very high. 

W. E. Scott of Salt Spring Island is 
still In England and arrangements 
have been made, whereby he will de- 
liver a series of lectures on British 
Columbia during tho month of Janu- 
ary. The fruit exhibit, as already 
announced, was a great success, as 
were tho clnematrograph views. These 
are still being shown and are attract, 
ing a great deal of favorable comment 

Capt. Tatlow was accompanied on 
his trip by Mrs. Tatlow, and they 
both thoroughly enjoyed it. They 
had excellent weather all tho time 
they were In the Old Country, with 
hardly a day's rain. While in Eng- 
land he arranged for the Agent Gen- 
eral's ofllee to be on the ground lloor 
of Salisbury house In Flnsbury Circus 
Instead of upstairs. Salisbury Houso 
is one of the magnificent new office 
buildings which have been erected In 
recent years In the financial dis- 
tricts of London.

Magistrate Jay yesterday reserved 
his decision as to whether or no the 
men over fifty who have not paid tho 
road tax, from which are exempted 
by the act, are entitled to vote at the 
forthcoming municipal elections. He 
intimated that he would give his de- 
cision this morning. 

Mr. Peirson was again In court on 
behalf of the old men, and City Soli- 
citor Mann appeared for the court of 
revision. Frank Higglns was also 
there. He came as the representative 
of the Victoria Ratepayers' association 
and informed the court that he felt 
he had no standing save as amicus 
curiae. However, he joined in the dis- 
cussion which followed. 

Mr. Mann first made a statement 
to the effect that it was the duty of 
the city barrister to give advice to the 
court of revision on such matters and 
that in pursuance of his advice all 
men over fifty who had claimed ex- 
emption from the road tax had been 
left off the list Their names had 
been compiled on a separate list, a 
copy of which had been supplied to 
Mr. Peirson, who was endeavoring to 
have them replaced. 

"I advised the court of revision," 
continued -Mr. Mann, "that they could 
replace the names if they chose in tho 
exercise of their discretion, but I drew 
their attention to the decision of the 
chief justice In the case of a lady 
householder to the effect that under 
the act, the payment of $2 was an es- 
sential preliminary to tho franchise. 
I also suggested that it might have 
been the intention of the legislature 
to give the franchise to all those who 
had paid the tax whether they Were 
obliged to do so or not. tinder the 
wording of the bylaw the road tax Is 
payable on demand on all males be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 50, but the 
tax Is not due and so does not be- 
come a debt until it has been demand- 
ed." 

Magistrate Jay remarked that he did 
not see huw it was competent for tho 
collector of votes to go behind the 
declarations which had been filed. If 
a false declaration had been made, the 
person who made It could be prose- 
cuted, but In the meantime it should 
be conclusive.'. .Mr. Mann said that 
the city was not opposing the appli- 
cation, on the contrary, it befriended 
It. Mr. Higglns also disclaimed any 
idea of opposing the franchise. 

Mr. Peirson said that there were 
103 votes In the same category as him- 
self and remarked that the women's 
vote, decided by the chief justice, was 
on a different footing. He read a 
telegram from the county court regis- 
trar at Vernon saying that Judge 
Spinks had verbally decided that men 
over 50 had a right to vote. This 
showed there was at any rate a doubt 
us to the law, and the doubt should 
bo given In favor of tho franchise. If 
the letter of the law were; against him, 
equity should prevail. Ho also point- 
ed out. that the legislature had raised 
the age at which the road tax ceased 
to be collectible and that the city had 
not availed itself of the extended priv- 
ilege. It was not fair that they should 
be deprived of their vote on account of 
this mistake of the city's 

The magistrate called for the de- 
clarations made by the 10:1 men in 
question, and after looking over some 
of them remarked that they wero not 
all In the same category. Some had 
made declarations claiming tho ex- 
emptions, while others had signed tho 
ordinary form without erasure. Ho 
said that ho would look into the mat- 
ter and give his decision In tho morn- 
ing.

MORE TROUBLE ON 
THE ISLAND RAILWAY 

Slides at Waugh Creek Cause 
Some Inconvenience to 
Officials 



The heavy wind and rain of tho past 
few days is causing the E. & N. rail- 
way otllcials not a little inconvenience. 
It was thought that the damage dotie 
by the host of tree-? which were torn 
from their roots and tossed on tho 
wires and track between Victoria and 
Chemalnus on Christmas Day would 
be all the trouble encountered for a 
short time, at least. But It was not 
to be. Shortly after the gangs of 
men dispatched to different points 
along the right-of-way reported all 
clear and telegraphic communication 
was obtained through to Nanalmo, 
word was received at headquarters 
announcing that there had been a slide 
at Waugh Creek, near Goldstream. 
Hurriedly workmen were *>ent to the 
scene, but It was impossible for them 
to clear away three or four feet of 
mud which was piled on the track in 
time to allow Saturday night's south- 
bound train to bo In on scheduled 
time. However, the delay wasn't 
great, and passengers forgot to com- 
plain, being thankful that they weren't 
longer on the road. 

Realizing that there was consider- 
able danger at this point, because of 
the tendency of tho heavy rainfall to 
loosen the bluo clay of tho precipitous 
cliffs, men wero stationed there. Yes- 
terday word was received that another 
slide had taken place. This time the 
company, being la readiness, was in 
a better position to handle the situa- 
tion and tho debris was soon cleared 
away, the regular trains being ablo to 
run through without delay. 

It is possible that the steam shovel 
will be brought down to Wn"gh Creek 
In a few weeks to,; remove the clay 
from tho track and to excavate on 
either side o\' tho right-of-way so that, 
in the event of another fall, thero will 
bo little chance of its interfering with 
the Operation of the system. 

STEEL BRIDGES FOR 
E. & OAVE ARRIVED 

Will Be Installed at Chemain- 
us, Nanaimo and Cow- 
ichan Rivers 



Tho British ship Rowona has boon 
ordered from Tocapilla to Royal Roads 
in ballast. She will probably load 
lumber at a British Columbia mill, 



The two steel bridges which will 
soon span the Nanaimo suid tho Che- 
malnus rivers in place of the wooden 
structures that have been In use for 
years, have arrived. They reached 
Ladysmtlh from the East a few days 
ago and, it is understood, will be in- 
stalled as soon as It Is practicable to 
begin the work. 

Throughout the past summer gangs 
of men were employed in the laying of 
concrete foundations for these bridges. 
Before operations ceased tho prelimin- 
ary work was practically completed so 
that, it is only necessary for tho new 
structures to be put together over the 
comparatively small torrents they arc 
destined to cross. This Is not expected 
to take more than a month or so once 
it is well under way. 

The Cowichan river steel bridge is 
en route West and should reach here 
before the end of the month. It Will 
be put In place simultaneously with 
those farther north. As the foundation 
work at Cowichan is ready, little delay 
Is looked for in the completion of this 
project. 

No word has yet been received as to 
the amount of the C. fc\ R. appropria- 
tion for improvements to the E. & N. 
If it la sulllclently large, it is under- 
stood that some action will bo taken 
towards tho replacing of several of the 
wood trestles between Victoria and 
Shawnlgran fake. 

WINDOW BREAKER FINED 

William Parr Says Ho Was Afraid to 
Go Back to the Ship Arran- 
moro 



William Parr gave an unusual ex- 
cuse in the' police court yesterday 
morning when he was charged with 
breaking' the window of a Government 
street store. lie pleirded guilty, and 
then asked if he mlgnt give an expla- 
nation. 

According to his own account, ho is 
a sailor on tho ship Arranmore, now 
at Bsqulmalt, but has just come out of 
the hospital. Ho says that he signed 
on in Australia owing to trouble with 
his people at home, and fell sick, not- 
withstanding which he was dragged 
out of his bunk and compelled to 
work nl though physically unable to 
do so. When tho ship got here, tho 
captain put him ashore and sent him 
to tho hospital, saying that if ho ever 
came back ho would wring his 'nook. 
The ship is still at Esauimalt waiting 
for a charter. 

Ho said that ho was frightened to 
go back, but thought that if ho wero 
put In jail and the ship sailed without 
him he would get what wages wero 
coming to him. He had no cash on 
him. Ho intended to go to the States 
and take up his proper business of 
horsebreaking. 

The magistrate lined him $20, and In 
default one month In jail. Parr said 
ho would serve his time. 



BRIGADE ASKS SAME 
PAY AS IN VANCOUVER 



The Local Fire Fighter Present 
a Petition to the Fire 
Wardens 



That the members of tho local lire 
brigade are underpaid \ and should 
havo their monthly remuneration 
raised to tho level of that paid by 
Vancouver, is tho opinion of tho ma- 
jority "of tho loading' business firms 
of the city, as evidenced In a petition 
which has been, extensively signed 
and will be presented to the flro war- 
dens, 

Early In the year a petition was 
presented to the fire wardens* by mem- 
bers of the flro brigade asking for an 
increase in salary. The matter was 
considered and a scale adopted ac- 
cording to length of service. ■ The 
scale provided for some Increase and 
was brought into effect about the mid- 
dle of this year, but now tho flromcn 
ask that the local brigade bo placed 
on tho same footing as tho Vancouver 
bflgade. To back up their request, a 
largo number of business firms of the 
city have been asked to urge upon the 
eouaeil the advisability of granting 
the llremen's request and a petition to 
that effect has been circulated and 
largely signed. 

The petition submitted by tho fire- 
men gives the following comparison 
of the scales of pay now in effect in 
Victoria and Vancouver:

It is pointed out that In Vancouver 
the hosemon, plpemen and truckmen 
are divided into three classes and re- 
celvo tho following salaries according 
to tho years of service, $70, $80 and 
$85. The petitioners state that it 
might bo urged that Vancouver being 
a larger city, the fire brigade has 
more work to do, but it is pointed out 
that the contrary is the case, as in 
Vancouver the city is divided Into 
districts, while In Vlctora, owng to the 
small number of men (two) in each 
of the outside halls, it may be said 
that the whole brigade responds to 
any alarms. 

The petition will he submitted to 
the lire wardens and will be later con- 
sidered. 



NEW BUSINESS HOUSE 
AND EIGHT DWELLINGS 



Parfitt Bros., Contractors, Will 
Build Nine Structures in 
Spring Ridge 



The construction of eight cottages, 
at a cost of opproximatcly $3,000 each, 
and tho erection of a business estab- 
lishment, costing about $6,000, the 
whole work Involving upwards of $30,- 
000, is a project which Parfitt Bros., 
the local contractors, have under- 
taken. To provide sites for the struc- 
tures Indicated the acre block, for- 
merly owned by W. Snider, Vancou- 
ccr, which fronted in Fernwood road 
and Is bounded on the north and south 
respectively by Vlning street and 
Gladstone avenue, has been purchas- 
ed. The amount put up to swing the 
deal, It is understood, was in the 
neighborhood of $7,000. 

J. Parfitt, one of live brothers who 
are members of the firm concerned, 
and who entered Into business here 
only a year ago, said yesterday that 
the preliminary work already was in 
progress. Surveyors were engaged in 
a sub-division of the land into nlno 
regulation size lota. Tho corner one 
will be that utilized for the business 
house, or store, referred to, while on 
the other eight will be placed homes 
ot comfortable size, equipped with all 
modern conveniences. 

In taking this step the Parfitt Bros, 
havo been influenced by the evidence 
of growth in every part of tho city. 
They assort that the demand for 
renting houses is so great that, unco 
these they are designing are ready for 
occupancy, there will bo no difficulty 
In finding tenants, or, if deciding to 
sell, in securing purchasers. 

The same firm has acquired two 
lots on Gladstone avenue, between 
Stanley avenue and Belmont street. 
Tho transfer was conducted through 
the agency of L. U. Conyers. It Is the 
intention to use this property as a 
huge yard where the contractors will 
establish their plant and offices. They 
state that they have in hand a num- 
ber of important contracts and that 
business is improving so rapidly that 
more commodious quarters than those 
at present occupied in Spring Ridge 
will be absolutely necessary at an 
early date. 

CAUSEW AY QU AGMIRE 

Additional Drainago Facilities Must 
Bo Installed to Carry Off tho 
Wator 



The condition of tho causeway road- 
way during the heavy rains of the 
past few days has directed the atten- 
tion of the civic authorities to the. 
necessity of supplementing the system 
of drainago there in order that the 
pools of water, ankle deep, may be re- 
moved and future means of drainago 
supplied. The condition of tho road- 
way has been worso than ever before, 
the heavy traillo cutting up tho ma- 
cadam pavement and turning the sur- 
face of the stroet Into a veritable 
quagmire. There Is a drain along the 
west side of the roadway but it ap- 
parently Is useless to carry off the wa- 
ter on the Empress hotel side. Three 
catch basins will be put in near the 
middle of the causeway so that the wa- 
ter running down the inclined road 
at either end of tho causeway and 
collecting In the centre will be carried 
off. A twelve inch main will be run 
across tho road and through tho stono 
wall to drain the water into the har- 
bor. 

Tho condition of the roadway indi- 
cates the necessity of some better pav- 
ing. It Is the Intention of the city to 
lay a block pavement across the cause- 
way, but this work was deferred un- 
til tho ground settled. This process 
of sottllng is still going on, tho city 
engineer states and will likely con- 
tinue for some time, as long as the 
water drains down through tho earth. 
It Is believed that with a concrete 
foundation laid for the block paving 
the water would bo kept from sinking

Discoverer of Robinson Crusoe 

In an Interesting book of biograph- 
ical essays by Dr. William Osier, re- 
giu.s professor of medicine tit Oxford, 
just published, an interesting sldi 
light is cast on the career of Thomas 
Dover, whose name is a household 
word through association with "Dover's 
powders." Thomas Dover it appears 
has other titles to biographical dis- 
tinction In addition to the fact that 
he really combined in his own person 
the apparently Irreconcilable attribute 
of a successful medical practitioner 
and a successful lighting buccaneer. It 
is as a discoverer that he Is chiefly 
entitled to a niche In the Temple of 
Fame. He discovered — that is, was the 
first to compound and prescribe — the 
celebrated powder which bears his 
name and is obtained its Dover's 
Powder today in every apothecary 
shop where the English language is 
spoken; and he discovered and releas- 
ed from his long solitude on the Island 
of .loan Fernandez the original Rob- 
inson Crusoe, Alexander .Selkirk. 

Dr, Dover, who had studied medi- 
cine under the great Sydenham, ap- 
pears to have bein engaged in practice 
at Bristol in the latter days of the 
great English buccaneers, of whom 
Sir John Hawkins was the most fa- 
mous, when in 1 70S ho was induced 
to be come a promoter of an expedi- 
tion ot adventure, not to say pillage, 
to the South Sea. There were two 
ships in this expedition. The cele- 
brated navigator Dampler went as 
pilot, and Dover, on account of his 
large pecuniary Interest in the under- 
taking, was made third in command 
under Captain Woodos Rodgers, witli 
tin' title of Captain Dover. He proved 
himself well worthy of the title be- 
fore lie returned to Bristol. In a 
successful attack on the city of Guay- 
aquil he led the assault; and the prizes 
uf the expedition were so numerous 
and so rich that his ships brought 
home plunder of the value of one 
hundred ami seventy thousand pounds 
sterling. 

But the finding of Robinson Crusoe 
was the most interesting of his ex- 
periences and in that event no parti- 
cipated directly and personalis-, going 
ashore himself in a boat to ascertain 
, what was the source of a light on the 
island of Juan Fernandez, which had 
been observed from bis ship. The 
result was the discovery of Alexander 
Selkirk-. He was a Scottish sailor who 
hud been left there on account of a. 
difference between him and the master 
of ids vessel and had remained there 
in solitude four years and four months. 
Tiler,- were upwards of .">00 goats on 
the island, and his chief subsistence 
was the Mesh of these animals, which, 
be caught by running them down, after 
his ammunition gave out and he was 
unable to shoot them. For vegetable 
food In- had turnips, which had been 
introduced by mariners visiting Juan 
Fernandez for supplies of fresh water, 
and also the fruit of the cabbage palm, 
He had clothed himself in goatskin, 
and procured lire by rubbing sticks, of 
pimento wood together. For mental 
fooil he had constant recourse to the 
Bible and a few other books — the titles 
of which are not given — and "tie em- 
ployed himself In reading, praying and 
singing psalms, so that he said he was 
a better Christian during his solitude 
than he over had been before, and 
then, as he was afraid, he would 
ever be again.". These words seem 
to have been prophetic, for he Joined 
the buccaneers us a. mate of ono .of 
their ships and his share of the ftilZQ 
»suuy. uraountoti tu £800. . - 



HERE AMD THERE 

If Dr. Young can develop a plan of 
pensions, for teachers he will confer 
a great benefit on a hardworking class 
of people. 

Teaching, when It is well done, Is 
exhaustive work. It absorbs all the 
energies of any man or woman. No 
teacher ought to be forced to engage 
In any other occupation after school 
In order to obtain a sufficient Income. 
On the contrary every teacher should 
be a student and must be one if lie 
or she is to continue to do good work. 
At the best the teacher's salary is a 
moderate one and there are very few 
who can continue till old age to do 
good work In the schoolroom. Worry 
and anxiety are fatal to the excellence 
of tin- teacher's work. For all these 
reasons, it would be well, if like other 
civil servants, teachers were enabled 
to retire when they had given of their 
best to the service of the public. 

There are, however, difficulties in 
tlie way of forming such a scheme. The 
greatest of these will follow from the 
fact that so few undertake teaching 
with the expectation of making it the 
work of their lives. If however all 
teachers felt that a provision, however 
moderate, were made for their old age, 
many among the best and most con- 
scientious of them would continue in 
the work. The plan is one that calls 
for the best consideration not only of 

I lie legislators but of the teachers 
themselves. 

There is a great change in these days 
In the attitude of medical men towards 
Hie public. Formerly it was consider- 
ed that all the patient had to do was to 
obey the directions of the physician. 
Little was told him of the nature of 
his disease, of the causes of it or of 
the means of preventing its return. 
The patient's duty lay chietly in tak- 
ing his medicine or in submitting to 
the surgeon's knife. 

Now doctors spend a great deal of 
their time in educating the public In 
the art of keeping well. Far less re- I 
liancc is placed upon the use of drugs 
than, formerly, and the patient is 
taught that the state of tlie mind has 
very much to do with recovery or with 
continued suffering. Hut this is not 
all. Thousands of the very best men 
in the profession are laboring to do 
away with disease altogether. Small- 
pox, cholera and diphtheria have large- 
ly lost their terrors for the world. We 
have learned how to treat consumption 
so that its ravages may be arrested 
and nothing that science can do is 
being left undone to discover a cure 
for this disease which is so fatal in all 
civilized communities. Cancer is still 
a terrible mystery and neither Its cause 
nor its cure has yet been discovered. 
Hut the greatest talent and the widest 
knowledge are engaged In the investi- 
gation of this awful disease and there 
is hope that a cure for it may be dis- 
covered. 

While human nature is erring we 
will suffer from physical ills but those, 
and they are many, which are due to 
Ignorance of the laws of health will 
disappear. This the world will owe to 
the disinterested labors of tin- doctors. 

The people of Ottawa seem to be 
very much in earnest over the ques- 
tion of playgrounds. A bylaw Is to 
bi' .submitted asking tin- ratepayers to 
vote {60,000 for tlie purpose of buying! 
property for playgrounds. In order to j 
Influence the voters an immense par- 
ado of school children is to be held. 
The children will carry banners and 
flags as they march through the streets.' 
The clergy, as well as the parents and 
teachers, are asked to do all in their j 
power to bring about the passage of 
the bylaw. This playground move- 
ment has taken In. Id of the eastern 
cities and Immense sums are being 
spent to provide for the children 
spaces which would have cost com- i 
puratlvely little had they been laid \ 
out a few years before. Western cities 
Which are' still growing will be wise 

II they profit by this experience. 

The editor of the Montreal Star 
thinks that those Immigrants who are 
assisted by charitable societies should 
not be allowed to come to Canada. 
This seems like a very hard saying. 
There are in England today thousands 
of good men and women who have no 
means of leaving tli'. country. They 
have been idle for months and have 
been only enabled to live by the as- 
sistance of others. .Many of these 
people are skilled mechanics. Others 
are honest laborers. They are in no 
j sense of tin' word paupers, nor do 
they In-long to the submerged classes. 
If these people want to come to Can- 
ada they would make excellent cltl- 
zenB. Hut unless they are assisted 
either by the government, by indi- 
viduals or by societies they must stay 
where they are. It Is possible that 
there is a danger of shutting out from 
ICanada tin- best of Immigrants by In- 
sisting that all who come into the 
country must come without, aid. 
Strength and skill and resolution are 
far greater assets in a new country 
j than money. We are all familiar with 
the remittance man who depends upon 
■bis relatives for subsistence and does 
i little towards developing this coun- 
try We know, too. thai among this 
class an- manly fellows who have put 
| their money to excellent use and have 
made homes In the west in which are 
I growing up tie- very best class of 
Canadian citizens. In the eastern 
provinces thousands of Englishmen 
! who landed with but a few shillings in 
I their pockets succeeded In less than 
ja generation in making Hue farms 
I from the forest land. May we not be- 
lieve that the same thing will happen 
| again'.' Regulations cannot be too 
I stringent against the unfit physically 
or morally, but poverty should not 
keep out of this country any one who 
j Is willing and able to work. 

It is said that Canadian universities 
| are losing their most capable profes- 
| sors because they are not able to pay 
them suitable salaries. If this Is true 
It Is greatly to be deplored. Canada 
needs In this time of rapid growth the 
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best teachers— using the word in its 
widest sense — that can be procured, 
Our country is not a poor one. We 
can afford all that is needed to develop 
our country in a material way. We 
ought not to allow cither Great Brit- 
ain or the neighboring republic to 
take from us our university profes- 
sors. If we have not yet done any- 
thing great in art or literature or 
science we can at least. learn. That 
Canada has already many scholars of 



ways remembered, yet In some of the 
best of the seats of learning in the 
United States there are Canadian 
professors. While it may be advis- 
alilo to fill many of the club's of our 
Canadian universities with men from 
older colleges, we should endeavor to 
keep the best of our own teachers 
with us. Money could not be better 
invested than In procuring for tlie 
Instruction of the youth of Canada the 
wisest and most learned men, who 
can be Induced to come to the coun- 
try. The growth of a country is 
not to be measured only by the 
amount of money In its banks, but by 
the quality of its men and women. 
When we remember that our preach- 
ers as well as man) other leaders of 
public opinion, are among the gradu- 
ates of the universities we will form 
some Idea of how Important it is that

The Plate Rail 

A plate rail in tlie dining room 
should he .about seven feel from the 
Moor. It should match the woodwork 
and can be wider or narrower, as It Is 
intended for holding plates or pitch- 
ers and tankards, 

For plates it is safer to have a 
grooved ledge to hold them more firm- 
ly In case of jarring. 

The fullest effect of a plate rail in 
the way of decoration is made from a 
careful selection in what it Is to hold. 
Avoid a Jumble of colors and over- 
crowding. 

Blue in rich deep colors is man ef- 
fective, but with tan or ecru wall, 
dark reds and ivory-colored pottery 
is lovely. With the brown paper now 
so much in vogue for dining rooms, 
plenty of orange ami light yellow 
plfiitasi and pitchers on the rail give a 
needed touch of color.— Pittsburg 
Leader.

TRIED RECIPES 

Fruit Cake 

A simplo fruit cake, suitable for the 
holiday season, but yet not too rich 
and difhcult to prepare, is made quick- 
ly. Cream it cup of butter and two 
cups of brown sugar; add the beaten 
yolks of three eggs, halt a cup of milk, 
half a cup of dark molasses, a cup of 
stoned raisins, a cup of currants, two 
teaspoonfuls of mixed spices, and four 
cups of flour mixed with two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder; flavor to 
tf»stc, with vanilla or anything else,

Chicken and Macaroni 

Boil a chicken until tender, take out 
all hones and pick up the meat line. 
Boil half a pound of macaroni "until 
tender, first breaking it up in pieces an 
inch long. Butter a deep pudding dish, 
put on the bottom layer of the cooked 
macaroni, then a layer ot the minced 
chicken, bits of butter, pepper and salt, 
then sonic of the chicken liquor; over 
tills put another layer of macaroni, 
and so on until the dish is filled. Pour 
a cup of cream over the whole and 
bake half an hour. Serve on a platter.

Veal Olives 

Cut up a slice of Bllet of veal about 
half an inch thick into squares of three 
inches. Mix up a little salt pork, chop- 
ped with bread crumbs, one onion, a 
llttlo pepper, salt, sweet mayonnaise, 
and ono egg well beaten; put this mix- 
ture upon tlie pieces of veal, fastening 
the four corners together with little 
skewers; lay them in a pan with suf- 
ficient veal gravy or light stock to ccver 
the bottom of the pan, dredge with 
flour and set in a. hot oven. When 
browned on top let them remain until 
quite tender, which will take 20 min- 
utes. Serve with horseradish.

When the Titan was at Yokohama 
the new Toyo Kisen Kalsha liner 
Chiyo Maru, second of the large tur- 
bine steamers built at Nagasaki for 
the Hongkong- San Francisco route, 
was there. The new steamer has been 
altered in many respects owing to dis- 
satisfying features found In the Tenyo 
Maru. The funnels of the Chiyo Maru 
are eight feet shorter than those of 
the Tenyo and are surrounded by the 
outer covering which was removed 
from the funnels of the Tenyo Maru 
to lighten her upper works. The ex- 
perience of sailing the Tenyo Maru 
has allowed of various changes In de- 
tail in the new boat, with the result 
that she Is completely satisfactory. 
'When steaming from Nagasaki with a 
cross wind her list was only 1 de- 
grees, an entirely Imperceptible 
amount, which speaks volumes for the 
rigidity and sailing qualities of the 
- now boat. She has been found to an- 
swer to the severest tests and is ex- 
tremely easy to handle. When turning 
at full speed she loses way immedi- 
ately and has completed an entire cir- 
cle from a speed of 2 1 knots in ~> mln. 
14 sees., with the helm hard -a-port and 
in 5 mlns. lift sees, with the helm to 
starboard. From full speed she has 
been brought to a standstill in ?. mlns. 
44 sees. Her steering gear is of the 
latest pattern, similar to that of the 
Lusltania, and Is In duplicate, one en- 
tirely independent set being below wa- 
ter level for use should the ship be 
requisitioned for war service. The 
change from the lower set to the upper 
set was made in twenty minutes. The 
vibration noticed on the T.nyo Maru 
from the dynamo plant has been obvi- 
ated in this ship by special beams, and 
a similar Improvement will no doubt 
be made in lie- earlier built vessel. The

Fishing Fleet's Disaster.

Xot a single vessel 
was found on tin- following day by the 
search party. It is thought that all 
the boats capsized, and the crews 
were drowned. 

Japanese newspapers received by the 
Titan state that at the session of the 
diet just opened It Is probable that a 
fight will be made to curtail the tax- 
ation, increased $15,000,000 by the 
Saionjl government. The majority of 
the members were elected on promises 
to advocate curtailment of government 
expenditure and abolition of the threo 
most unpopular taxes, transit duty, salt 
monopoly and tax on fabrics. Chief 
among the questions to lie considered 
will be bills relating to shipping sub- 
sidies and a proposal to convert the 
sugar business into a government mo- 
nopoly, as well as the question of tax- 
ation. 

Viscount Kaneko. In discussing the

The International Sailing Ship Own- 
ers Union has discontinued for a period 
of four months, commencing January 
1st, Its mini on rale of 27s lid on 
grain ships • v. Portland and Puget 
Sound to the c tilted Kingdom, says the 
San Francisco Commercial Xews in 
its weekly review of the shipping mar- 
ket. This action is taken because of 
tile Impossibility of getting that rati' 
in the fa. ■ .if competition on the part 
of tramp steamers and vessels not In 
the union. The last fixture for north- 
ern loading was at 211s 3d or 5s 3d be- 
low the union maximum. The San 
Francisco minimum rate remains un- 
changed, the grain export season being 
practically ended. 

Disengaged tonnage on the coast 
continues burdensome and both grain 
and lumber freights are weak with 
very li'.tle business being transacted. 
This is partly due to the poor foreign 
demand for lumber and partly to the 
holidays. Paget Sound to Mejlllones 
has been done at 3Xs 9d, and a steamer 
has 'open taken on time charter for 
Talcu Bur at 4s f.d on deadweight, this 
being about all the business transact- 
ed during the week. 

Coastwise freights continue firm, fix- 
tures having been made during tho 
w-rnli on the basis of 54.50 from the 
Sound, Grays Harbor, or "Wlllapa Mar- 
bor to San Pedro. 

Offshore rates are quoted approxim- 
ately as follows: Lumber from Puget 
Sound or British Columbia to Sydney, 
27s Gd<!i)2Ss 3d; to Melbourne or Ade- 
laide, 30s; Port PIrle, 30s(i< 32s (id; to 
Premantle, 37s 6d; to Japan ports 
(steamers), 30s; Callao, 38s 9d@40s;
